(a2) Two classes (Cornish, Stevenson) of 335 students each; five classes 
(Stevenson, Crawford, Bramfitt,Pakenham, Coombs) of 230 students each; 

one class (Sandiford) of 180; four classes (Stevenson, Crawford,Sandiford, 
Pakenham) of 105 each; four classes (Scarrow, Coombs, Bramfitt, Barton) of 
90 each; seven classes (Sandiford, Perry, Scarrow, Cornish, Bramfitt, 
Crawford) of 45 each. 


To these might be added seven seminars of groups never fewer than 6 
and generally more than 15.

It must be remembered that all but three of the foregoing 
lecturers are also instructors in The University Schools; that all but 
one have duties as critic-teachers in the afternoons; that Professor 
H.J.Crawford is the headmaster of the Schools; that Professor Sandiford 
has special duties in connection with the direction of the practice- 
teaching schedules in the city's schools. 


(c) Approximately 45 students are in charge of one instructor at one time 
in the art and science laboratories and approximately 28 in the manual 
training laboratory. As these rooms are equipped with tables for 25 
students, these figures reveal an unhappy overcrowding. 


(a) Laboratory work cannot easily be defined in the terms of the work in 
Education. If it means practice-teaching, it may be said that 
professors, lecturers, and instructors engage in it, often in extra-hours. 
Such extra-hours vary from one hour to ten hours per week per person. If 
it means demonstration work, it assumes the form of a lecture rather than 
the laboratory work of the science departments in Arts. In this form it 
is included in the lecture-hours assigned to Cornish, Perry, and Scarrow 
in the foregoing statement. 


(e) "Class or laboratory exercises" must here be expanded to include also 
the assigning of practice-lessons, consultations with students to whom 
they are assigned, criticisms of lessons when taught, examination of 
lesson-plans of lessons taught, and official reports upon said lessons. 
In this light the time given to "reading and laboratory exercises” stands 
as follows:

Ths report of attendance in Classes in Philosophy for 
1914 is given on page 34 of your last report. You will thera note ons 
very large Clase of 228 "Introduction to Philosophy" for General Course 
students of the Second Year, By the adoption of the new General Couree, 
the large Clase drops out altogether, and the Claseer in Bthice and 
History of Philosophy open to General Course etudante in the Third and 
Fourth Years become considerably enlarged, though none of these become 
quite 20 largs as the snrolmsnt used to be in the Clases dropped. On 
the whole then the new arrangement distributes more evenly the etudants 
in Philosophy from the General Course - where wa have the largest 
enrolment. 


The numbere in these Clasees may be expected to run 
from 75 to 100 for Ethice, and for History of Philosophy in the Third 
Year, and in each of theses 50 for the Fourth Year, The extra numbers 
in the Third Year over the Fourth being due to the fact that the 
dspvartmant of Political Sciences prescribes Sthice AHous shold Science, 
Modern Languages, and Englieh, and Hietory( both Modern and Classic opt ihe} 
ama prescribed History of Philosophy in the Third Year. The Fourth 
Year Classes in History of Philosophy are made up of studente from the 
General Course, Hnglish and Hie tory ( both classical and modarns optione 
and Modern Languages, 


In our Classes in Special Philosophy we have had in past 
yeareg an onrolment of between 20 and 30 in each subject in 9ach yaar, 
In the case of Ethice, these Classes become subdivided about im equally 
between University Collegs and Victoria College, Hence in £thice we 
hav3 a smaller group of 10 to 15 in University Collese, Until thie year 
we have not divided these Classes, but by an interchange arranged with 
Victoria, we have been able to gave about half-time for one teacher, 
and could apply thie to other eubjecte. Thies year, however, as Victoria 
has two Profeegsore and can quite well undertake the extra work, the 
divigion is being carrisd out. In the case of trinity the Classes in 
thice are somewhat smaller. 


The Peychological Laboratory naturally involves a food 
deal of suparvision and sub-division into very small groups. In many 
cases not more than two etudents can work together advantageously on 
their experiments. 


In the other subjects, we have utilized in the Gsneral 
Coures Classes the third hour allowed ue by the new time table to have 
reviews, reading of texts, questions and answers, reports, eresaye &c. to 
supplement the other two lectures per week; and for thie purpose we 
have found it necessary tO subdivide the large classee into several 
divisione, so, though the studsnte have but one hour # the inetructor 
hae about three additional hours.

In thse Fourth Year each student in #kkisa Special Philosophy 
must undertake one graduation 9sesay on theees The direction of this work 
entaile considerable time, This ie mtirely additional to the regular 
Eesays and term work Examinations. 


Our graduate studente so far have been cared for as 
extra or additional work like our om personal researches. The effort 
hag been made to dietribute thie aupervision and direction of Graduates 
as far as possible among practically all the manbere of the staff. By 
our arrangement each Graduate mst report progress on hie special thesis 
regularly to one selected member of the staff, am to the Head of the 
Yepartment. A number of Special Courses for Graduates haves been offered 
in past years - and some of these have been undertaken in each year.
